In reply to a question from 
the council audience, as to 
whether or not the views of 
citizens opposing expenditure 
for water system improvements 
as recommended would be en¬ 
tertained, Councilman Paul N. 
Carter, who will chairman the 
public meeting, said: 

"Most certainly they will be. 
The bond issue was defeated, 
to the consternation of those 
of us who supported it. Our one 
thought is to bring out any 
well-founded views on this sub¬ 
ject, for and against. I feel cer¬ 
tain that every man at this ta- % 
ble will welcome constructive 
ideas from all who wish to 
speak that night.” 

Mayor Charles E. Louk like¬ 
wise affirmed that the meeting 
would be open for general dis¬ 
cussion. 

Al Myers to Speak 

Following this blanket invi¬ 
tation, it was announced yes¬ 
terday that another speaker 
will be Al Myers, former mayor 
and City councilman in the 
twenties, who later served as 
City business manager and su¬ 
perintendent of the Water and 
Street departments from 1930- 
1938 

Myers, who told the NEWS 
that his views are at variance 
with the water bond propon¬ 
ents, also said: 

“I want Sierra Madre to have 
a good water supply as well as 
anyone but I don’t believe the 
situation is nearly as critical 
as it has been made out.” 

Ray Lindman of the Los An¬ 
geles law firm of O’Melveny 
and Meyers which handled the 
bond election proceedings, dis¬ 
cussed water financing alter¬ 
natives with the council Tues¬ 
day. 

Can Petition for Vote 

Interest was evinced in his

HEARING ON 
PARKING 


Chest Asks 
For Budgets 
By June 1st 


An ordinance of intention to 
form a vehicle parking district 
in the Sierra Madre business 
area and setting public hearing 
for June 22, was introduced and 
had its first reading at the City 
Council meeting Tuesday. A 
resolution setting public hear¬ 
ing on the debt limitation re¬ 
port for the assessment district 
also was adopted. 

Ray Lindman of the law firm 
of O’Melveny and Meyers, coun¬ 
sel for the proceedings, ex¬ 
plained that the cost of site ac¬ 
quisition and other expenses of 
the proceedings (to be spread 
in the assessment) must not 
exceed 35 per cent of the as¬ 
sessed valuation of the lands 
within the district, exclusive of 
improvements. 

The second and final reading 
of the ordinance will take place 
May 11, following which it will 
be published twice prior to the 
hearing June 22. 

If the council deems it feasi¬ 
ble and proper to proceed with 
formation of the district after 
the public hearing, site acquisi¬ 
tion, the spread of the assess¬ 
ment, and appointment by the 
council of a Parking Commis¬ 
sion will ensue. 

Meanwhile, the city admin¬ 
istrator has been instructed to 
obtain permission in writing 
from the owner of one of the 
three parcels proposed for off- 
street parking for temporary 
use of the property which is 
located back of the City Hall. 
He also was authorized to ex¬ 
pend up to $200 in grading and 
preparing it for immediate use.

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I’ve never been in Bethany 
Temple, the unique round 
church at the corner of Bald¬ 
win and Montecito. But, like 
many other Sierra Madreans, I 
am distressed by the report 
that it is to be replaced by a 
more commodious and more 
modernistic building. For Beth¬ 
any Temple is so artistic that 
it has been called “a master¬ 
piece in cobblestone,” so excep¬ 
tional that it has been featured 
in Ripley’s “Believe It or Not” 
as an unparalelled church edi¬ 
fice and so defiant of the laws 
of architecture that noted ar- 
winners chiteets and engineers declared 
it couid not be built. So it 
seems to deserve preservation 
as a monument to faith. 

Louis D. Cornuelle, a French 
stonemason, built the church in 
1920-21. Cornuelle was so near¬ 
ly blind that his daughter, 
Ruth, had to draw the plans 
according to his direction. 
When the building committee 
studied the plans some mem¬ 
bers thought they were imprac¬ 
tical and insisted that they be 
shown to a noted architect. 
When the latter saw them he 
said they could not be carried 
out. The dome above the audi¬ 
torium is 52 feet across and the 
architect said such a dome 
could not be supported by cob¬ 
blestone walls 22 feet high. But 
Cornuelle held to his faith that 
it could be done. Dr. W. H. 
Rawlings, pastor of the little 
flock, had faith in Cornuelle 
and the work started, in spite 
of the warnings of experts that 
someone would be killed. 

Cornuelle is said to have laid 
every stone in the structure 
himself. He had only one as¬ 
sistant, Fred Smith, a faithful 
soul who saw to it that Cor¬ 
nuelle got stones of the color 
he wished, as two colors of 
stone were used and he could 
not see well enough to tell 
which was which. To save 
money, he had some stone 
hauled from Monrovia and . 
some from Pasadena. If the 
trucker delivered something 
near the Pasadena quarry he 
would bring back a load from 
there instead of returning with 
an empty truck, and likewise 


when other loads took him to 
or near Monrovia he carried 
the rock for less because he 
could suit his own convenience. 

When the walls got up to the 
height at which the dome was 
to be constructed, the city en¬ 
gineer, according to published 
reports, ordered the work stop¬ 
ped because further work 
would be unsafe. But the half¬ 
mason and his faithful helper 
went ahead. No one got hurt 
and walls and dome have stood 
the tests of much usage and 
some earthquakes. According to 
the 94-page booklet, “A Cob¬ 
blestone Masterpiece,” this 
church the architects said could 
not be built, designed and con¬ 
structed by a half-blind man 
who was on architect as his 
own expression of religious 
faith, has not only been ad¬ 
mired as a work of art by 
thousands of passers-by but in¬ 
troduced indirect lighting, is 
most ingeniously and effective¬ 
ly lighted, heated and ventilat¬ 
ed, and sketches of some of its 
original features have been re¬ 
produced in at least one text¬ 
book on architecture.

I am reliably informed, is a 
prerequisite to qualify for a 
secondary school in the State 
of California. The prime con¬ 
tinuing purpose of the local 
education research committee, 
headed by Severin Sorensen as 
chairman, is to get a secondary 
school nearer to Sierra Madre, 
in Pasadena if possible and as
